HOUSEHOLD EFFECTS can also be entered Free of Duty when used abroad one year, 
but with the further advantage that it is not necessary that the owner shall have arrived in the 
United States within the year. 

N. B. - In all cases where a blank form is to be filled up, same must be signed before a 
Collector of Customs or a Notary Public, who will also sign and affix his seal.
